CAPTURED BY NAGAS, 


In 1845 thoro wore no steamers plying- 


up tho Brnhmaputrn river, so, after 
reaching Calcutta, wo had tho prospect 
ol a three-months' jroyogo in boats. I 
was assured I should tlnrt it a monoto- 
nous journey ; and, notwithstanding tho 
many and varied scones which wo daily 
witnessed, I must own I was heartily 
glad when -wo arrived at N.'izivreh, tli« 
headquarters of thfe; Asanin Ten! Gatu- 
pany. Hero wo were hospitably enter- 
tained by tho malinger and officers of 
tho company, and after a few days' rest 
felt for our home, a flyo-clays' journey, 
on elephants. Wo arrived safely at oaf 
destination not much tho worse for oar 
trip, but much shaken by. the jolting of 
the elephants, and much bitten by tho 
mosquitoes on tho wixy. 
I soon learned Bengalee and Assamese, 


bat, although the Nogfta often paid us 
ruits. and were appartnfly -tho best' oi ' 
friends, I hod not succeeded in learn- 
ing any of their language, nor dkl I ae- 
qairo any confidence in them; but \r» 
bred, as we thought, in perfect "security, 
and, although wo heard of occasional 
raids by the hill tribes, they were not 
in our direction. . The \Nogas are. a 
sturdy, ugly, treacherous, bu» withal 
brave race, much given to liond-hunting; 
like moat of tho tribes oo oar «orthen»t- 
em frontier ; but they hod been severe- 
ly handled by our troops not long be- 
fore, and it was thought they had sot- 
tied down into peaceable folks. 


Things -wont on" quietly enough tilt 


November, 1847. My husband had just 
left for a few days on one of his half- 
yearly journeys. I had !>ecu very busy 
all day ; the season was on unusually 
sickly one, and oar hospital was full of 
nick women and children, on whom I 
had been attending' all day i and I wos 
thoroughly tired before 1 retired to rest 
I had noticed many Nagius, unaccom- 
panied by any of their women, go- past 
our lines that day; ami, <liongh I had 
been told it was a bod sign when these 
•avages came down into the plains 
alone, I never gave it a thought; and. 
after seeing everything mode fast, I went 
to bed. I had not been asleep for more.' 
than an hour or two - w3iou I was awak- 
ened by tho most fearful yells . aud-r 
screams of men, women- and children, 
together with tho glare of'our tea-houses 
and coolie-lilies on fire! ' I had just time 
to spring out of bed and put on a few 
clowes, when our awn bungiildVr Was 
surrounded by a band of; savages, mined 
with spears and clubs] and carrying 
torches, which they threw on our roof. 
The place was instantaneously in lliuneH; 
and, to escape sufttxwtidu,; I. rushed ant 
as I was, and was iOimodiitiely felted to

The women then formed in a 
ring, and danced round the pole to a 
slow measure, twice or thrice ; then 
leaned down, with their heads bowed to 
the ground, while amidst a perfect fury 
of' tom-toms and gougs the ceremony of 
(laying the slain .cattle commenced. And 
after another march round tho pole and 
n general chorus, a chief stepped to the 
front anil inado an oration, which was 
greatly applauded. Tho women danced 
•ivu-qd-hiind ,iu hand, and, opening out 
•;intu; two jiiiiiieK, allowed tuo men with 
;it!to gawiils' heads to enter, and closed up 
,dic *iMHi boliiud theui. The live heads 
wore placed equidistant from one another 
and from the pulo ; both men and women 
stepped over them with a mincing gait, 
clapping their hands aud keeping timo 
to the rndo iiiiisie ; siilimming at tho 
mini" liitu> to the human heads.

-or die in the attempt. I had now learned 
some of ths Naga language, but did not 
let any of them know of my knowledge ;

was short-lived, for tho commandant, 
who was ,» very uicfticient officer, al- 
lowed himself to be surprised and beaten 
back with severe loss ; and, sad to say, 
among the heads brought in by tho BOV-' 
ages I recognized one as that of poor 
'..young S — — .who had but lately joined the 
^regiment, and who hod boon our guest

"occasion I recognized two brothers, tea- 
planters, who hnd lived about twenty 
.miles from us, and who, it appears, had 
r>ode a desperate resistance before be- 


. ing Overpowered by numbers, and slain. 
Whenever the raiders returned, how my 


"heart sank with dread, for I feared to 


find among their, ghastly trophies tho 
head of my dear husboud. 


I think .the Sagas looked upon mo as 


' a harmless idiot, for they allowed mo to 
wander about tho stockade without hin- 
drance ; and I learned 'that, though ap- 
parently impregnable on tlireo faces, 
yet a secret passage existed in the 
north face, by which they could retreat 
in case of need. My heart was aching 
to reach my husband, especially when I 
learned ho was so near ; so I determined 
to escape. I did not now refuse the 
food set opart for me, but for a week or 
ton days husbanded my strength, and 
«ttf and drank all they, offered aae. 
Buoyed up on hope, my; health greatly 
^improved and my strength came back 
"rapidly. My own scanty clothes, liad 
worn off my back long ago, and I was 
now dressed like a Naga woman, with 
only a shirt and petticoat ; I hod neither 
shoes nor stockings, yet I made up my 
mind to try to escape directly tho nights 
'wore sufilciently dark for that purpose ; 
and I was further assisted by another 
orgie of tho savages, who had again sur- 
'pnsedapost and "brought homo mote 
heads, and had another heavy drink and 
dobauch. 
,, 


While the deviltry was at its height. 


commending mysolf to an all-powerful 
Buler, £ stopped into the socret|pa0sago 
and fled, not only for my life, but for 
dear liberty, homo and husband. 
I 


knew enough of Gapt. B - "a character 
to bo sure that, if I succeeded in reach- 
ing his camp, and he learned the secret 
of tho passage by which I had escaped, 
he would be anxious to surprise tho ene- 
my's stronghold. I was doubtful wheth- 
er my strength would enable mo to reach 
his outposts, but I was sure I never 
could gufde the troops back, even if I 
'had th« courage to return to such ft 'de- 
testable spot. So I took a bundle of 
cotton with mo, and loft a little here and 
there, from the end of tho secret passage 
to the main pathway, which led down 
the ghaut 
Although the night was 


pitchy dark, I had no difficulty, once I 
was oat of tho secret passage, in finding 
the , path down to the plains, and the 
distance between it and the stockade was 
barely a quarter of a mile. Where the 
jpath diverged I stack a forked stick with 
a good handful of cotton in it. and point- 
ing toward tho direction to bo taken. I 
knew wild beast* abounded in theso 
Jungles, but so joyous" was 'I at the idea 
of escape I gave them no heed, but hur- 
ried down as fast as my unprotected feet 
would carry me. I had I anticipated a 
good five hours' march; but imagine 
;my delight when, I wa^ehaHenged -by at 
Goorkha of the Third Light Infantry 
(now 
the Forty-fourth Liglit Infantry) 


before I -had been two hours on the 
journey. I could have hugged tho ugly 
but bravo little soldier ; hut as I was, to 
all intents and purposes; a Naga in dress 
and dirt, ho would not allow me to pass 
his post, and I was at a loss what to do, 
and alt but crying, when I heard my 
own husband's voice 'asking what the 
row was about I Regardless of the sen- 
try, I rushed forward, and, crying "Oh, 
Willie, don't you know mo ?" fell into 
my husband's arms, and barely escaued 
a thrust made at me by the honest little 
Ooorkha, who thought I was some witch 
of a Naga intent on mischief. 


It would be useless trying to describe 


the next few moments. Half laughing, 
half crying, I clung to my dear one, 
thankful to feel his protecting arm once 
more round mo, and told him in a few 
words •what I hail .suffered and how I 
had escaiwd. 
He thought the news so 


important that lie urged me to' see Capt. 
B - at once, utterly unfit thouffh I 


was to see any eivilix..-d ijL-iny.

mo the information I could give might ' 
be the making of him and Capt B

that our garden was destroyed, and we ' 
all but penniless ; and if ho could ren- i

I ' 
wad dead-beat, ancl my husband per-

suaded ma to lie down, and in n few mo- j 
ments I was fast asleep, the first really i 
refreshing and happy sleep I had had j 
during the past six months.

No sooner was I asleep than my hus- | 


baud offered to lead the stormers—they i 
wero short of officers' dwiug to sickuese | 
and casualties—ancl Capt. B—— decided j 
to capture the enemy's post by a coup ! 
.do main, and within half an hour 150 
Goorkhas under Willie, with a reserve 
of unotluir 3.50 under Oapt. B him- 
self, were .en route. 
They found 


the fork stick a8 I had described ; and 
the cotton scattered about led them di- 
rect to the Keeret passage, and they were 
iiisiao tho stockade before a single Naga 
suspected tho .proepace of nn enemy.
